Au historic old bridge ocroo* the 
Morris Canal lo Brookdole. oud known 
a* the chaoge bridge on the abort cut 
rood from Brookdole to Poooolc lo no 
more. Tbe old bridge succumbed to 
overweight end old age Saturday after¬ 
noon, and dropped Into tbe canal, and 
wltb It dropped a wagon loaded with 
stone and a team of boreee and William 
Payne, tbe driver of the team. Payne 
la a teamster and was driving borne 
wltb about three tone of building atone. 
Aa be approaiAed tbe bridge be waited 
for eootber vehicle containing three 
wumec and e man to pass. 

He drove across tbe bridge, and aa 
bis boraes' forefeet touched tbe maca¬ 
dam on tbe opposite side of tbe bridge, 
one of tbe big timbers known as tbe 
needle beam on the left eld* of the 
bridge, gave way sad tbs horses were 
forced beck word, end Peyoe, the wagon 
and tbe animal* were precipitated Into 
the canal. 

Payne escaped death by s leap over 
th* rotten bridge timber. Then he pro* 
oeeded to eev* hie boraes. He wss 
foroed to cut tbe barneee to pleoee snd 
lend the ealaaals one by one out of tbs 
water. Payoe was In the water three- 
quarters of an bour and was badly 
chilled and was oompelied to take t 
his bed, s physician's services being 
required. 

A dredger was sent to tbe scene sod 
tbs rest of tbe bridge was pulled down. 
Tbs stone was taken out of tbe canal 
end traffic was resumed

Employees of tbe Public Service 
Corporation g<A a bad scare Sunday 
evening at tbe city line, when a trolley 
car lo wblob they were riding was sub¬ 
jected to e fusillade of pistol shots. 
One of tbe cere oo tbe Bloomfield ave¬ 
nue lloe broke down Sunday evening el 
tbe Oleo Bldge line and wai being 
eonveyed to Newark by an extra At 
tbe corner of Belmont end Bloomfield 
avenue* e crowd of Italians, wbo bad 
been celebrating a festal day lo Bllver 
Lake, were waiting for a oar to Newark.

Tax Hrfira. 

Tbe Tax Reform dluner given by tbe 
New Jersey Tax Reform Association at 
tbe Continental Hotel In Newark, on 
Friday night last week, was a notable 
event lo tbe ‘ Equal Taxation" move¬ 
ment. It w«a notable because It was tbe 
first dinner given by that progressive 
association, and because It we* given lo 
honor of John Z. •Volte, tbe greet 
Chicago orator and debater on economic 
reform. It was largely attended and 
most enthusiastic lu It* reception of tbe 
addressee presented. Prof. Byron C. 
Matthews presided and opened tbe din 
ner speaking by glvtug a statement of 
tbe generally ac .-spied principles of taxa¬ 
tion as follows: 

“Tbe generally accepted principles of 
taxation are: 

*‘i. Every man should be taxed ac¬ 
cording to bla ability to pay, or accord- 
lag to what be geta out of sooletyr 
“2. Tbe whole amount of tbe tax, 
after deduotlug necessatg expenses for 
collecting, should go to tbe Guvsri- 
meat. 

*‘3. Tbe amount of every man e tax 
should be fixed and definite. 

“4. Taxes should be collected wben 
most convenient to tbe taxpayer. 

“ All taxes are classified as direct or 
indirect. Direct taxes ere those levied 
upon tbe p-reon wbo is supposed to pay 
them. The following are examples: 
Poll, Income, Inheritance, personal. 

Indirect taxes are those levied upon 
persona wbo expeot to shift th* tax 
upon the consumer by raising tho price 
of the article taxed. TerUf and Internal 
consumer tax are Illustration* of this 
ole**. Measured by th* general princi¬ 
ples of taxation stated above, every 
form of tax lo oommoo practise la found 
wanting. Not on - of them fulfill* every 
principle; the tariff does oot comply 
with a single principle. 

“ Tbe result* of our uetbo Is of taxa¬ 
tion are shown In tbe following figures, 
quoted from ‘‘Spabr’s Distribution if 
Wealth." Oa tbe baste of Income, those 
whose incomes are 95.000 or over pay lo 
taxes for national purposes 1 per oent 
of their Inoomee, white those w ios* 
Incomes are lee* than 11.200 pay 5 per 
cent, of their Incomes. Oa tbe basis of 
property those with Incomes of 95.000 
or more, pay 1 of one per cent, of their 
property, while those with Inoomee lee*- 
tusn 91.20%f*y 2 8 per cent., or twenty- 
eight tlmdt ee much on tbe earn# 
amcuot of property. For State and 
local purposes tbe distribution of taxes 
Is somewhat less Irrational. Thoae 
wltb the larger locomeb pay 7 per cent, 
of tbelr Inoomee. while tboee with tbe 
smaller pay 3 per cent. Tboee wltb tbe 
larger Incomes pay .6 of one per cent, 
of tbe property tb--y own, while tboee 
wltb the smeller looomea pay 1.4 per 
cant, of tbelr property. These figures 
Indicate need tor tax reform.”

" lo looking over the programme for 
tbe Biennial of the General Federation 
at St. L>nta, I am struck by tbe change 
lu the aubjacta to be consider'd, they 
axe ao much mors serious sod solid then 
they used to be. Many are legislative 
aod legal. I see that Mrs. Sarah Plait 
Decker la to give an address on wbat 
tbe ballot oao do for working women. 
That would not bev* been possible two 
years ago,
